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Librarians and Binders Inaugurate 
New Program of Cooperation 


| Every "Class A" Library Binding Must Now Conform to 
Specifications Announced Jointly by Both Groups; Text 
Printed Here Covers Books, Magazines, and Materials 


= a long series of con- 


ferences, the formulation of complete 
specifications for library binding were 
announced jointly last menth by the 
American Library Association and 
the Book Manufacturers’ Instifute. 
At the same time was announced 
the inauguration of a definite program 
of cooperative relations between the 
two organizations. 


For these two developments, among 
the most important in the library 
binding industry since the Code went 
into effect, the industry is indebted 
to the work of Carl H. Milam, sec- 
retary, American Library Association ; 
the late Miss Bessie H. Carrick, of 
Los Angeles, who headed the asso- 
ciation’s Bookbinding Committee; 
John Archer and William Thurman 
(N. Y. Public Library), J. Howard 
Atkins (F. J. Barnard & Company, 
Boston), W. Elmo Reavis (Pacific 
Library Binding Company, Los An- 
geles), and O. H. Cheney, Code 


Director. 


Under the agreement between the 
A. L. A. and the B. M. I., there will 
be appointed “a joint committee 
whose duties shall be to encourage 
and, if possible, assure the widespread 
acceptance and adoption by libraries 
and binders of the specifications for 
library binding adopted by the Amer- 
ican Library Association Council, 
June 30, 1934, and to facilitate dis- 
cussion and solution of problems of 
common interest to binders and li- 
braries.” 


According to the agreement, the 
A. L. A. undertakes: 


1, To give adequate distribution of 
1934 


December, 


the specifications to libraries of the United 
States. 

2. To encourage libraries to make the 
specifications a part of whatever con- 
tractual arrangement they may make 
with library binders. 

3. To encourage librarians who be- 
lieve that the specifications have not been 
fulfilled, to make to the A. L. A. a formal 
complaint, which should contain all the 
essential facts, for transmittal by the 
association to the National Code Au- 
thority for investigation and action. 


THE agreement specifies that “it 
is the duty of the Book Manufac- 
turers’ Institute’’: 


1. To give adequate distribution of 
copies of the specifications to the book- 
binders. 


2. To secure compliance and adherence 


to the specifications for all library work 
of the U. S. 

3. To investigate complaints from li- 
braries made through the A. L. A., to 
have laboratory tests and expert investi- 
gations made when necessary, and to 
report to the A. L. A. and to the com- 
plainant the disposition of each case. 


The specifications were worked out 
after detailed study and discussion by 
both organizations, and _ hereafter 
every “class A’ library binding must 
conform to these specifications. Any 
inferiority in quality of workmanship 
or materials is a violation of the Code 
and will be subject to NRA penalties. 
The specifications will be closely ob- 
served in actual practice; and if any 
modifications are found necessary, they 
may be made upon initiation by either 


organization and approval by both. 
The complete specifications follow: 


Minimum Specifications for Class "A" 


Library Binding 


Section |. Re-binding Books 
1. Preparation for Sewing: 

All books must be carefully collated 
before taken apart to detect any missing 
or damaged leaves or any peculiarities of 
paper or construction that make re- 
binding inadvisable. 

All tears shall be mended through print 
with Japanese tissue, or onion skin bond, 
and all tears in margins with bond paper 
of suitable weight. 


All double leaves, maps, or inserts 
shall be set out with strips of bond paper, 
or equal. 


Books unsuited for oversewing shall 
be prepared and reinforced for sewing 
through their folded sections. 

2. Removing Backs: 

For books that are to be oversewed, 
folds on the back must be sanded off 
with a sand wheel, or removed by taking 
a very narrow trim, not more than 1/16”, 
so as to leave all back margin possible. 


3. Dividing into Sections: 

Books that are to be oversewed shall 
be divided into uniform sections, each 
section not to exceed .050 inch in thick- 
ness, except flexible pulpy paper which 
may be in thicker sections not to exceed 
.065. inch each. 


All sections of books in which paper 
is moderately stiff are to be scored be- 
fore sewing. (Extra stiff papers unless 
hinged must not be oversewed, but may 
usually be sewed through their folded 
sections after necessary reinforcement 
of folds.) 

4. End-Papers: 
Must have either concealed or visible 
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ERE is the complete text of 


the minimum specifications | 
for Class A library binding, as 
worked out by the American 
Library Association and the 
Book Manufacturers’ Institute. 
lt marks the inauguration of a 
new era in the library binding 
industry. 


cloth joints of muslin (or equal material) 
sv constructed that the sewing will gc 
through the muslin the same as through 
the sections of the book. 

5. Sewing: 

Most books having proper inner mar- 
gins and suitable paper shall be sewn 
with thread by oversewing method, either 
by machine or by hand. If sewn by 
machine all sections must be pasted. No 
oversewing shall extend more than 3/16” 
in from the back edge of the volume, 
and no nearer to the head and tail of 
the book than ™% inch. 


An exception may be made of certain 
books (as little folks’ picture books, 
music, certain art books, and some ref- 
erence books), which shall be bench- 
sewed through their folded sections. 
When such bench sewing is used, weak 
folds of sections must be reinforced with 
strips of bond paper; sewing to be done 
on three or more tapes or cords, with 
linen thread, usually one-on. 

6. Trimming: 

All books are to be trimmed as slightly 
as possible (or untrimmed if so _ in- 
structed ). 


7. Edges: 

Edges shall be sprinkled, stained. or 
left plain, as instructed. 

8. Gluing, Rounding, Backing, and 

Lining: 

Backs of books shall be glued with 
approved flexible glue, well rounded and 
backed, and lined with approved lining 
fabric extending to within one-quarter 
inch of head and tail of books, and well 
onto each end sheet (approximately 1% 
inches ). 

9. Covers: 

Covers must be made of heavy weight 
buckram or drill base pyroxylin coated 
material at least equal to the standards 
set forth in section 3 of these specifi- 
cations. 

Covers must be made over hard rolled 
binders’ board, with uniform squares, in 
a neat and workmanlike manner. Binders’ 
board to be suited in thickness to size 
and weight of the book. 

The turn-in of pyroxylin coated ma- 
terials shall be properly treated prior to 
pasting end sheets, so as to assure firm 
adhesion. 

10. Casing In: 

Books shall be cased in with glycol 
paste, or equal, and pressed between 
metal-edged boards until thoroughly dry. 
11. Lettering: 

Lettering shall be done after proper 
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sizing (never with powder), in clear type 
of a size appropriate to the book, in style 
and position as instructed, using X.X.D. 
23 carat gold deeply impressed to insure 
long adhesion to the cover; or at the 
option of the library in approved colored 
foils or inks. 

12. Waterproofing: 

All books shall be sprayed or treated 
with a preservative lacquer evenly ap- 
plied over their lettered backs. 

13. Inspection: 

All books shall be carefully opened 
and critically inspected for defects in 
binding or corrections in lettering. 


Section 2. Binding Magazines 


For the purpose of classification, all 
actual magazines, all publications issued 
serially, and all other volumes of com- 
parable intricacy as to their binding shall 
be classified as magazines. Newspapers 
are as indicated by this term. 

1. Mending and Collating: 

Volumes shall be made up complete 
as to pagination, title page, and index, 
and all incomplete or defective volumes 
reported. 


Inclusion or omission of covers, adver- 
tising, and the like shall be handled in 
accordance with instructions. 


All double leaves, inserts, and folded 
sheets shall be set out with strips of bond 
paper. 

Volumes unsuited for oversewing shall 
be prepared and reinforced for sewing 
through their folded sections. 

2. Removing Backs: 

For magazines that are to be over- 
sewed, folds on the back must be sanded 
off with a sand wheel or removed by 
taking a very narrow trim, not more 
than 1/16 inch, so as to leave all back 
margin possible. 

Magazines that come wire-stitched in 
bulky “saddle” style, and which have ex- 
cessively narrow inner margins, must be 
split with a knife by hand (instead of 
being sanded or cut off) by way of 
preparing them for oversewing. 

3. Dividing into Sections: 

Magazines that are to be oversewed 
shall be divided into uniform sections, 
each section not to exceed .050 inch in 
thickness, except flexible pulpy paper 
which may be in thicker sections not to 
exceed .065 inch each. 

All sections of magazines in which 
paper is moderately stiff are to be scored 
before sewing. (Extra stiff papers un- 
less hinged must not he oversewed, but 
may be sewed through folded sections 
after necessary reinforcement of folds.) 
4. End Papers: 

Must have either concealed or visibl>: 
cloth joints of muslin (or equal material ) 
so constructed that the sewing shall go 
through the muslin the same as through 
the sections of the book. 

5. Sewing: 

Most magazines having proper inner 
margins and suitable paper shall be sewn 
with thread by oversewing method, either 


by machine or by hand. No oversewing 
shall extend more than 3/16 inch in from 
the back edge of the volume and no 
nearer head and tail than % inch. 


An exception may be made of certain 
periodicals which because of narrow 
margins, or for flat opening, shall be 
bench-sewed through the folded sections. 
When such bench-sewing is used, all 
weak folds must be reinforced with strips 
of bond paper, loose leaves hinged in, 
and the sections sewn on four tapes or 
cords (or more, according to height of 


volume), with linen thread, usually 
one-on. 


Newspapers must be oversewed, and 
not sewed by stabbing or equivalent 
methods. 

6. Trimming: 

Trimming must be to sample, or re- 
corded size, where instructed; otherwise 
as slightly as possible. 

7. Edges: 

Edges shall be sprinkled, stained, or 
left plain, as instructed. 

8. Gluing, Rounding. Backing, and 

Lining: 

Backs of magazine shall be glued with 
approved flexible glue, well rounded and 
backed, and lined with approved lining 
fabric extending to within 4% inch of head 
and tail of volume. and well onto each 
end sheet (approximately 1% inches). 
Heavy and large volumes must be rein- 
forced with tough back lining paper upon 
the fabric lining. 

9. Covers: 

Covers must be made of heavy weight 
buckram or sateen base pyroxylin coated 
material at least equal to the standards 
set forth in section 3 of these specifi- 
cations. 

Covers must be made over hard rolled 
binders board. with uniform squares, in a 
neat and workmanlike manner. Binders 
boards to be suited in thickness to size 
and weight of the magazine. 


The turn-in of pyroxylin coated ma- 
terials shall be well treated prior to 
pasting end sheets, so as to assure firm 
adhesion. 

JO. Casing In: 

Magazines shall be cased in with glycol 
paste, or equal, and pressed between 
metal-wedged boards until thoroughly 
dry.

meetings, under the auspices of the 
American Institute of Graphic Arts, 
commenced their fifth season with two 
practical gatherings on November 7 
and 15 at the Henry Street Settle- 
ment Administration Bldg., 99 Park 
Ave., N. Y. C. The subject of the 
first meeting being “Do Booksellers 
Want Well-Made Books?” several 
representatives of large book shops 
attended in order to present the con- 
sumer’s viewpoint. 

As chairman Frederic G. Melcher 
made clear, the present series of 
Clinics will not dissect book designs 
analytically, but will attempt to probe 
into those elements in bookmaking 
which are found to influence the 
book’s material Durs the 
customer pay any attention to book 
design ?—that is the question. 

Though the was only 
vaguely affirmative in some instances, 
in many others it seemed that certain 
elements of design profoundly in- 
fluenced sales. Displaying the Wal- 
ter J. Black classics as a conspicuous 
example of the part played by the 
binding, Ernst Reichl (H. Wolff 
Estate) showed that their sales were 
directly dependent on a change of 
cover design every few years. This 
series comes with a cellophane jacket 
which reveals the gold stamping to its 
best advantage.

Tue chairman stated as another 
instance that a huge revival in the 
reading of Shakespeare was effected 
by the design of the Temple edition 
of his works, published and designed 
by J. M. Dent in 1893. Scribner’s, 
Grosset & Dunlap, Stone & Kimball, 
and others early saw the value of 
good design and often helped lift the 


industry out of the doldrums. 

Likewise the binding of Saroyan’s

(2) Type: they 
object that it is too fine, black, or 
generally uninviting. (3) Size: they 
dislike “strange” or “difficult” sizes, 
books that are too tall, too big, etc. 
(4) Jackets: a repellent jacket hurts 


sales. 


Wir special regard to size, many 
agreed with Miss Elizabeth Riley 
(Brentano’s) that the reading public 
resents attempts made by some pub- 
lishers to cash in on the popularity 
ot “Anthony Adverse” by starting an 
epidemic of extra long novels regard- 
less of their intrinsic merit. When a 
book runs to a good many pages, the 
public will not object to their being 
printed on thin paper if it is opaque, 
said Miss Anderson. On the other 
hand, it has been found difficult to 
get more than $2.50 for a novel not 
up to regulation size. 

On the question of weight, it was 
the general opinion that the public 
expects reference works to be heavy 
and novels to be light. 

High standards of bookmaking, 
Mr. Van Duym asserted, must be 
maintained by a publisher once he has 
built up a reputation for them, such

its pale tan binding. This was 
thought especially noteworthy since 
biographies are usually clad in dark 
cloth and stamped in gold. 

For first impressions, representa- 
tives of publishers’ sales departments 
felt, an attractive jacket and readable 
type count most. But in general, it 
was agreed by many of those present, 
the total appearance of a book is a 
plus or minus quantity supplementing 
the title. When a purchaser hesitates, 
a well designed format will often 
determine him to buy the book. This 
is particularly true, one clinician 
stated, in purchases by book stores, 
90% of which are made by dummy, 

Mr. Melcher cited the Oxford 
Book of English Verse as a volume 
that sold widely on its appearance. 
It was also found that once a book 
has started selling on its merit, a good 
appearance will keep it in the running.

Dallas Needed an Edition Bindery, So... 









“We Planted and Grew” 


| Texas Concern, Symbolical of Its Name, Has Blossomed 
Forth as Outstanding Producer of College Annuals and 
Other Bound Media; Now Enjoys National Prominence 


VERY now and then—because 


of the unusual name—an 
order for cut flowers or per- 
fume shows up in their mail, but 
they’re really in the bookbinding 


business, after all. 

The story of the American Beauty 
Cover Company of Dallas, Texas, 
which produced its usual crop of 
college annual covers this year, along 
with its steady production of check 
books and bank pass books, is an in- 
teresting one, showing how a success- 
ful business was built up in a terri- 
tory whose otherwise fertile soil was 
regarded as sterile so far as edition 
binding is concerned. But C. T. 
Dean and his old friend and asso- 
ciate, Ezra M. Thompson, made their 
American Beauty rose bloom when 
others prophesied gloomily that it 
would fade. 

And the one-story, modern plant 
on Orange Street, Dallas, stands to- 
day an architectural symbol of their 
confidence that the quality of their 
work would attract customers from 
beyond the borders of Texas and win 
for the company a reputation which 
has not been limited to the Southwest. 

School annuals from as far north 
as Maine and New York, college 
annuals from Arizona to Florida 
(they’ve handled the annual of South- 
ern Methodist U. for the last twelve 
years), some fiction, poetry, menu 
covers, loose leaf covers, advertising 
specialties—not forgetting the old 
standbys, check books and bank pass 
books—these typify the orders that 
beat a pathway to the company’s door. 


E VERY story has a beginning, of 
course, and the company’s history goes 
back to 1915 when Mr. Exline, a 
Texan prominent in _ lithographing 
and the bank stationery business tor 
many years, started a new venture to 


se) 


manufacture check books and bank 
pass books. He hired as a salesman a 
young man, C, T. Dean, who had 
been working in a local bank. 

Later, desiring to return to litho- 
graphy, Exline prevailed upon Dean 
and Thompson to take over the busi- 
ness. Not one cent changed hands 
in the transaction and the partners 
signed notes for the whole amount, 
$55,000. This was in 1921. 

“No one knew Dean and no one 
knew me,” says Thompson, Yankee 
from Chicago, who went to Texas 
twenty-five years ago; “so we decided 
to stick by the American Beauty 
name, clinging to the line which Mr. 
Exline had pushed under that desig- 
nation. 


“They started on a shoe-string, cut 
it in two, and sold half for more 
rope’—is how the Dallas Journal 
described their modest beginnings. 
And no one can deny that it took a 
bit of nerve to start a cover-manu- 
facturing business in a part of the 
country where there were next to no 
books to cover being produced. 


At first, covers for check books and 
pass books were the only kind manu- 
factured. Mr. Dean did the travel- 
ing, while Thompson managed the 
office and plant. In attempting to in- 
terest. printers in having locally 
printed books bound locally, Dean 
discovered that there was no adequate 
bindery for quantity production in 
Dallas or nearby points.

KNOWN SUBSTITUTE FOR GENUine GoLe 
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Proper Performance of Perforators 
Requires Ordinary Attention 


s is surprising how few users 
actually obtain the full life and re- 
sults they are entitled to from the 
thousands of perforating machines in 
operation. 

Though they do not require excep- 
tional knowledge or care to perform 
properly, perforating machines, like 
every other piece of machinery, re- 
quire a little oil now and then, some 
attention, and a bit of intelligent 
handling and treatment. As each of 
the many styles and sizes of perfora- 
tors has its own requirements for 
proper operation, I shall take them 
up one at a time. 

The vertical style, sometimes called 
straight-bar type or up-and-down, is 
built in foot power, belt, and motor 
drive. The actual perforating me- 
chanism consists of several parts, de- 


A’ the author points out, it 

is no difficult thing to main- 
tain the efficiency of a perfora- 
tor at par. Mr. Rosback, well- 
known authority on these ma- 
chines, here lists some causes 
and cures for the perforator 
troubles that occur from time 
to time.

The die is that part containing 
holes, through which the pins or 
punches enter to cut out the perfora- 
tion holes. The stripper is that part 
immediately above the die; its func- 
ton is to guide the pins or punches 
into the holes of the die. Also it 
strips the paper from the punches or 
pins after the perforation is made, 
whence its name. The pin or punch 
holder, as its name implies, holds the 
pins or punches which actually punch 
the paper out. 


Tue average perforator has 360 
ot these tiny holes in each piece of its 
perforating mechanism in addition to 
the 360 tiny pieces of wire, the pins 
or punches, that must pass through 
these other three pieces. On the per- 
fect alining of these parts depends the 
efficiency of the machine. 

Expansion and contraction play a 
great part in the perforator’s effici- 
ency. All pieces used in the mechanism 
should be of the same material so as 
to obtain equal expansion, and especi- 
ally in the stripper. When made of 
two different materials fastened to- 
gether, the expansion is unequal, one 
piece becoming longer than the other 
with changing temperature, so that 
the stripper is not always in aline- 
ment with the die. 

But with the understanding that 
the perforating mechanism is in proper 
alinement, I will attempt to cover 
some of the more common complaints 
and how to overcome them. 

The complaint most often heard, 
after a foot-power machine has been 
in use for some little time, is: “It 
doesn’t push the plug out,” or “It 
doesn’t perforate clean.” 

When perforating it is necessary 
to push the pins all the way through 


the die every time a stroke is made, to 
clear it of perforation plugs. If the 
stroke is not complete it may per- 
forate the hole properly but will not 
push the plug out of the die. These 
plugs pack in the die until the hole 
(in the die) is completely full. Mois- 
ture, gum, and other conditions cause 
adhesion and hardening of this pack- 
ing, and what is the result? You 
may just as well bring the punches 
down on a solid surface—you get 
simply an impression of the punches, 
but no holes cut out or through. 

This causes a strain and wear on 
the treadle shaft bearings. And once 
the bearings become worn it is im- 
possible to obtain the full stroke of 
the perforator. Bad perforation is 
the result. Be sure your operator 
makes a full stroke with every opera- 
tion of the treadle. 


How to clear the die if it is 
clogged or packed: Just above the 
punches or pins is a series of slugs 
or sliders, held in place by thumb 
screws. Remove all the sliders except 
one at or near the center. With one 
slider in place make a full stroke with 
the treadle. Move slider to another 
position and repeat stroke with the 
treadle until you have worked all 
across the full width. Replace all 
sliders and then be sure that operator 
pushes the treadle all the way down 
every time. The result of die clogging, 
many times, is bent pins, stretched 
dies, worn bearings, and a great deal 
of unnecessary labor on the part of 
the operator. 

You should also check up on how 
long you have used the machine with- 
out replacing the punches. You know 
that the cutting of paper dulls your 
knife. A perforator cuts paper also, 
only it cuts out round discs instead 
of a straight line. Its cutters get dull, 
too. A new set of pins at the proper

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time will return your machine to a 
clean perforation—the constant use 
of dull pins will ruin your perforator 
die beyond repair. 

Here is the reason: As the pin 
passes through the paper thousands 
of times it loses its square sharp 
cutting edge, wears smaller and smal- 
ler, and finally becomes pointed like 
a common pin. ‘Then instead of 
cutting out a round disc it simply 
pushes the paper into the hole of the 
die. 

The paper wedges between the pin 
and the hole of the die and causes 
the die to take the shape of an in- 
verted bell. Then the die stretches, 
its holes become larger on top than 
on the bottom, and it is ruined. This 
also causes sheets to stick together 
and results in rough perforation. 


This trouble is unnecessary until 
after long use of a perforator, pro- 
vided you replace pins or punches 
whenever they become dull. 


Ir you have had the perforating 
mechanism apart—and I hope you 
have not—two things might have 
happened. First, the stripper may not 
be properly alined with the die, in 
which case the punches are not 
properly guided to the die and are 
being sheared on one side or the 
other. A new set of punches will only 
give temporary relief. Call in some 
one who knows how to aline die and 
stripper. 

Of course, the die may have been 
ruined in the meantime and he can do 
nothing for you. My suggestion is 
never to take the perforating me- 
chanism apart. If a new set of punches 
does not improve the perforation, call 
an expert. 


Second, if you have had the machine 
apart and the punches only make 
an impression on the sheet, and you 
are sure the die is clear, it indicates 
that the punches do not enter the 
die deeply enough. This can be over-

A SALESMAN without a. sales 
portfolio is as unthinkable as a sales 
organization without a_ salesman.

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N. Y. BINDERS DISCUSS STAMPING 


Drying of Cover Inks Chief Topic at Monthly Meeting; 
Plan 1934 Xmas Party 


An interesting round-table discus- 
sion revolving around the printing 
and stamping of pyroxylin inks on 
pyroxylin-coated and impregnated 
fabrics took up the greater part of 
the November 14 meeting of the 
New York Bookbinders’ Guild, held 
at the Blue Ribbon Restaurant, 
ee 

The thought behind the meeting 
was to suggest the possibility of closer 
relations between the supply people 
and plant executives regarding new 
lines of materials. It was felt that 
such a move would be helpful in test- 
ing the workability of materials be- 
fore their introduction to the trade. 

Invited guest speakers were E. A. 
Clare, president of the Athol Manu- 
facturing Co.; Fred L. Ford, sales 
manager, The Keratol Co.; R. B. 
Mitchell and A. B. Ayton, research 
chemists for the Athol and Keratol 
companies, respectively ; and Edward 
Renner, representing Chas. Eneu 
Johnson & Co., ink manufacturers. 


The specific problem which brought 
the matter before the Guild was the 
experience of a member in stamping 
covers with two different colored 
inks, black and orange. The black 
dried readily but trouble was en- 
countered with the orange. Other 
members reported occasional similar 
stamping troubles, with varying 
degrees of success in surmounting 
them. The point was to discover the 
real reason for the trouble so as to 
eliminate extra labor costs and cut 
down experimenting in the over- 
coming of any difficulties that crop 
up on a job, especially when the 
edition is a large one and quick de- 
livery is expected. 

Though no immediate answer was 
found, several interesting opinions 
and theories were advanced by mem- 
bers. It was suggested that the 
trouble might lie in the bindery it- 
self—that is, that atmospheric condi- 
tions, with changing degrees of 
moisture, might be a factor, also that 
the stamping department might un- 
knowingly throw an ink formula 
“out of gear” by not using the ink 
manufacturer's own reducer or re- 
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tarder. While the head stamper’; 
experience with inks was not mini- 
mized, the opinion was advanced 
that during particularly busy periods 
in the bindery he was often obliged 
to depend upon help who performed 
their task zealously enough but some- 
times without an appreciation of the 
finer phases of the stamping craft. 

The consensus was that an im- 
portant stride had been made in 
further research into the question, 
with the chemical staffs of the cloth 
and ink manufacturers cooperating 
to arrive at a satisfactory solution. 

The next meeting of the Guild 
will be held Wednesday evening, 
December 12, at the Blue Ribbon, 
145 W. 44th St. It will take the 
form of the annual Christmas Party, 
one of the outstanding social events 
of the year in the New York book- 
binding industry. Jimmy Hayes 
(Russell-Rutter Co.) , chairman of the 
entertainment committee, is secretive 
about the many new features he is 
planning for the event, aside from 
prophesying that it will “go down 
in history.”

National Adhesives Corp. Starts 
Production in New Addition 
To Main Factory 

National Adhesives Corp., 820 
Greenwich St., N. Y. C., has started 
large scale production in its new 
$250,000 addition to the main factory 
at Dunellen, N. J., built expressly to 
house equipment for a number of new 
starch refining and dextrinizing pro- 
cesses developed by the company over 
a period of years. 

The three-story concrete structure, 
with floors of extra heavy capacity 
to accommodate the special machinery, 
was planned to bring an additional 
line spur track of the Jersey Central 
into the second floor. While the com- 


pany has for years manufactured 
many of its own raw materials, it 
announces that it will henceforth be 
independent of any outside source for 
its basic products, thereby enabling 
a more rigid control over the quality 
of these materials. 

Interesting developments pertaining to 
starch products for adhesive and sizing 
purposes will be introduced by the com- 
pany in the near future, according to 
Arthur D. Fuller, vice-president in charge 
of manufacturing. In preparation for 
this move, National Adhesives has con- 
siderably enlarged its laboratory and re- 
search staff, and has made sizable addi- 
tions to its research laboratories. 

The growth of the National Adhesives 
Corp. has been marked by constant ex- 
pansion and increasing technical develop- 
ment. The company now operates seven 
factories, located in Dunellen, N. J.; 
Chicago, San Francisco, Boston, Toronto, 
Montreal, and London. In addition it 
maintains sales offices and warehouses in 
all the principal cities of the country. 


Urges 'Cubook" as Unit to 
Estimate Library Capacity 


Use of the “cubook” as a unit in esti- 
mating the capacity of libraries is sug- 
gested by Robert W. Henderson of the 
N. Y. Public Library. 

A library is said to have space for a 
million volumes, he says. But what kind 
of volumes? Large, small, or the average 
of all?) Writing in The Library Journal, 
Mr. Henderson concludes it ought to be 
possible to establish a method whereby 
library collections may be accurately 
gaged and compared. 

Basing his estimates on a modification 
of Gerould’s formula, with allowance 
made for unused space on shelving, his 
final estimate for the basis of the cubook 
becomes 4.734 per lineal foot. The archi- 
tect, in stating bookstack capacity, should 
say that a library will hold a million 
cubooks, a precise measurement; and 
this term should be used in all profes- 
sional publications, Mr. Henderson urges, 
though “to his public a librarian may 
state the capacity of his library is ap- 
proximately a million volumes.” 

He estimates that a large reference 
library will double its present collections 
in twenty-five years and quadruple them 
in fifty years. Beyond that, it is im- 
possible to calculate with any degree of 
accuracy.

THE recent death of ALEXANDER 
GrossET, for the last thirty years 
head of the publishing company of 
Grosset §£ Dunlap, recalled to us a 
recent story in Fortune which esti- 
mated that in the last quarter-century 
the firm has sold 45 million cloth- 
bound fifty-cent juveniles, and that 
of the five million of such books sold 
annually by the three leading juvenile 
book publishers, Grosset & Dunlap is 
credited with three million. Their 
activities in the reprint field have 
been practically synonymous with the 
rising tide of production in this phase 
of publishing. 

That the public preferred cloth- 
bound to paper-bound books was the 
idea on which the firm founded its 
success. 

Alexander Grosset, who was born 
January 17, 1870, at Windsor Mills. 
Quebec, founded the firm of Alexan- 
der Grosset & Co. in 1900. The 
firm name was soon changed to 
Grosset & Dunlap, with TeErry 
Dun Lap as partner. They began 
issuing in cloth covers books which 
had previously been bound in paper 
and sold them to book and depart- 
ment stores at mass market prices. 
By this policy Grosset & Dunlap 
proved an <importalit “factor in de- 
veloping new distribution outlets for

books, such as department and drug 
stores and newsstands. 


A tie-up with the screen, whereby 
popular editions of such books as 
“Ben-Hur” and “The Ten Com- 
mandments” were issued when the 
photoplays were popular with movie- 
goers, was another successful pioneer- 
ing enterprise. Renting of plates 
from publishers, on a royalty basis, 
for the production of “popular copy- 
rights” further swelled the firm’s 
publishing volume. Another success- 
ful idea was a series of classic titles, 
including a one-volume Shakespeare 
to retail for $1 and Roget’s “The- 
saurus,” which has sold several hun- 
dred thousand. Often a Grosset & 
Dunlap edition has sold many more 
copies than the original, 


Mr. Grosset’s death removed from 
the publishing world a unique force 
and a vivid personality.

NY regular reader of Book-

The taste of the 
public is being gradually educated, 
and it is responding to fine book- 
production.”

strating that other publishers in the 
United Kingdom also feel that the 
book buyer is entitled to something 
more than uninspired covers when he 
pays out his shillings and pence. 


* Penny-Wise 
How a bookbinding establishment 


can establish closer relations with its 
printer patrons and prospects is al- 
ways a meaty topic for discussion. 
At the Chicago convention FRANK 
H. Rowzee (George A. Simonds & 
Company, Washington bookbinders 
and paper rulers) told us about a 
stunt they employ which sounds 
highly original. 

Simonds’ “Penny for your thoughts 
of George A. Simonds & Company,” 
to give the complete name, is a little 
house organ, printed in black and red 
on one side of a sheet of paper, 3% 
by 7. Naturally, it lists their services 
to the printing trade. But here’s 
where the novelty comes in. An 
alphabetical list was made of the 
firm’s customers and the printing was 
done by a different plant each month 
in that order. This caused their 
printer-customers to take a far deeper 
interest in the little sheet than would 
ordinarly be the case. After Simonds’ 
Penny had gone the rounds of this 
list, another list of prospects was 
made up, also alphabetically. At 
date of writing, the Simonds com- 
pany is up to the B’s in this second 
list. As a contact medium with pros- 
pects the idea has been equally effec- 
tive. 


* Cookery 


HIS is a story about the book 
which the women of Harwich- 
port, Massachusetts, built. The 
library in this quaint Cape Cod town 
needed books so the women held a 
kaffeeklatsch and decided: “We'll 
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write and publish a book and give 
the proceeds to the library.” 

They gathered a collection of an- 
cestral New England cooking recipes. 
That was the copy. But then, as 
many a publisher knows, they needed 
paper and a printer. They solicited 
ads to buy the paper but then found 
that the printing cost would put a 
strain on the budget. 

So they selected the twelve ladies 
with the most legible handwriting 
to write the 200 or more pages in 
longhand and reproduced it by photo- 
offset. The first edition was 1,000 
copies and at last report another 
thousand were in the making. 

The book is bound in bright red 
cloth, we understand, but honestly, 
we don’t know who did the binding. 
The printing might have been syn- 
thetic, but the girls knew of no sub- 
stitute for the usual bookbinding 
operations.

These are 
Crabb’s “English Synonyms,’’ which 
was issued in a new edition that year, 
and “The Swiss Family Robinson,” 
published in two volumes. The 
Harper list a century ago also in- 
cluded Gibbon’s “Decline and Fall 
of the Roman Empire,” which was 
“complete in four volumes with en- 
gravings,” and biographies of Napo- 
leon, Oliver Cromwell, Lord Byron 


and Sir Isaac Newton. 


* Sumptuous 
We just can’t keep away from 


those auction sales they hold over at 
the American Art Association-A nder- 
son Art Galleries in New York.

Wish you could have seen the 
doublures and fly-leaves, also richly 
decorated. Altogether the binders 
used for this volume 2,261 separate 
pieces of inlay, besides 211 jewels and 
76 pieces of mother-of-pearl.

THE London Daily Herald, we 
learn, is offering, for a little more 
than a dollar, a volume of 1,220 pages 
containing all the forty-two plays of 
BERNARD SHAW. 

In the preface Shaw says people 
cannot grasp the motivating purpose 
of his writings at one reading and 
suggests that they be read “‘at least 
twice over every year for ten years or 
so.” That, he explains, is why The 
Daily Herald edition has been so 
sturdily bound, 

Few know, by the way, that when 
Brentano first published the Ameri- 
can edition of Shaw’s books on this 
side, the author practically designed 
the books himself, even specifying the 
type. They were bound up in green 
cloth, with a white label on the 
spine, and the same binding has been 
followed by Dodd, Mead, who took 
over the books when Brentano gave 
up publishing a year or so ago. The 
former also publish a popular Shaw 
edition in black cloth, stamped in 
gold, a very attractive series. Shaw 
is said to be unusually finicky about 
how his books are served up to his 
book-buying public as regards bind- 
ings, typography, illustrations, etc.

Yankee Cyclopedia Sales in Britain 
300,000 Sets in Ten Months 


AMERICAN publishers are likely 
to view with justifiable envy the 
amazing record made in England by 
Greycain, Ltd., in selling the British 
counterpart of the “Richards Cyclo- 
pedia” for children, an American 
product. 

Greycain, Ltd., is a British book 
manufacturing concern at Watford, 
Herts, England, famous for its mass 
production of six-penny novels. By 
arrangement with J. A. Richards, 
Inc., 551 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
publishers of the twelve-volume en- 
cyclopedia, the company undertook 
the sales in Great Britain on a 
royalty basis. 

Starting the campaign November 
30, 1933, sales had reached 243,000 
sets by January 30, 1934—a period 
of sixty days. According to latest 
reports received by J. A. Richards, 
head of the American publishing 
company, sales have already hit 
300,000 sets, all in less than eleven 
months. 

Use of heavy advertising space in 
the newspapers and employment of 
300 canvassers, as well as other pro- 
motional tie-ups, enabled the estab- 
lishment of the record for quick distri- 
bution of encyclopedias. 

The sets were available in a popu- 
lar cloth edition, in pyroxylin fabric, 
and full leather. The American edi- 
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tion, which has also enjnved an ex- 
cellent sale, was manufactured in 
its entirety at the Kingsvort Press, 
Kingsport, Tenn. Minor changes 
were made in the forms to conform 
to English spelling and the plates 
shipped to the Greycain plant. The 
American edition is only available in 
pyroxylin fabric. Photo is shown by 
courtesy of the Du Pont Magazine. 
Five years in preparation, the en- 
cyclopedia was designed to serve as 
an auxiliary reading course in con- 
nection with the modern system of 
teaching in American schools.

PEN-RULING ? 


WHEN an increase becomes ap- 
parent in the use of printed ruled 
forms instead of pen-ruled forms, it 
is generally the fault of an enterpris- 
ing printer without ruling equipment 
and of a listless attitude in the pen- 
ruling plants, Consumers realize 
that there is a small saving in the 
use of printed ruled forms, and so 
are content to ignore their obvious 
inferiority. 

It is largely a job of salesmanship 
and education. If the buyers’ atten- 
tion were effectively called to the dif- 
ference in appearance, the reduction 
in eye strain, and the greater efh- 
ciency, the small additional cost of

13. Inspection: 

All magazine volumes shall be care- 
fully opened and critically inspected for 
defects in binding or corrections in 
lettering. 


Section 3. Approved Materials 


1. Thread: 

When used for machine oversewing 
must be at least equal to the standard 
recommended by the manufacturers of 
the machine for its proper operation. 

Thread for hand sewing must be linen. 


2. Boards: 

At least equal to the specifications set 
up for solid binders board by the United 
States Bureau of Standards. Thick- 
nesses between .060- inch and .100 inch 
adapted to size and weight of volume 
bound. 


3. Buckram: 

Equal to the government specifications 
for heavy weight buckram which are as 
follows:

pen-ruled forms would be accepted 
without question. 


To make it possible to quote lower 
prices many printers reduce the grade 
and weight of paper on printed ruled 
forms. The result is that the im- 
pression of the rule shows on the back 
of the sheet, thus making a poor writ- 
ing surface. But if the pen-rulers 
would make a concerted drive to edu- 
cate their prospective clients on the 
use of pen-ruled forms on the proper 
stock, they would win back much 
work that has been lost.

On E important § mistake that 
should be corrected is the tendency 
to use bond paper for a pen-ruled 
form where ledger paper should be 
used. Bond paper, not being made 
for the purpose, will not be nearly 
so satisfactory, whereas ledger paper 
is made especially for form work. 
It has a smooth surface suitable for 
pen and ink or typewriting. The 
surface is finished so that an erasure 
can be made, and when ruled it will 
not show ridges and will lie flat. 
These are all good selling points for 
pen rulers to stress. 


Another point, especially where 
the consumer is interested in keeping 
permanent records, is the desirability 
ot using ledger composed of large rag 
content. The larger the percentage 
of rags, the greater the keeping 
quality of the paper. 

If every pen ruler would make a 
vigorous effort to make the most of 
the great advantages of pen ruling, 
he would go a long way toward fill- 
ing his plant with work.

Patents for Embossing and 
Impressing Devices Issued 
in England 


Two new British inventions of in- 
terest to the bookbinding industry 
are a gold leaf impressing device 
patented by C. I. Goldblatt (Patent 
No. 407,326) and an embossing ma- 
chine (Patent No. 408,270) invented 
by E. G. Wilson. 

The former is a pyrographic device 
for impressing gold or imitation gold 
leaf on leather, comprising a hollow 
cylindrical body of insulating material 
with a boss and an enlarged opening 
at one end. Conducting strips, elec- 
tric heater, and flex form a unit 
which is inserted in the body and so 
adapted as to be covered by a hollow 
cylindrical metal cap tapering to a 
point. The heater is in the cap 
but electrically insulated therefrom. 
Heated air is allowed to expand 
through apertures in the cap. 

The Wilson embossing machine 
features a pair of cylinders, which 
singly or doubly may carry the em- 
hossing elements. It is particularly 
designed for leather work. One of 
the cylinders comprises a series of 
ring-shaped components mounted on 
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a shaft having a rubber or other 
resilient covering. ‘This enables close 
contact with the workpiece. A cylin- 
der consisting of a series of light nar- 
row metal-rings, which permit inde- 
pendent radial and rotary movement, 
allow an even impression irrespective 
ot the thickness of the workpiece. 
The upper cylinder gives the re- 
quired pressure and is acted upon by 
levers connected to links carrying 
adjustable compression springs.

E. K. Warren Addresses 
Binders and Rulers 


A meeting called by the New York 
City Regional Code Authorities for the 
trade binding and paper ruling indus- 
try held early last month in the Wool- 
worth Blidg., N. Y. C., was addressed 
by E. K. Warren, Deputy Administrator 
of the NRA. He spoke of the industry’s 
plans for stabilization and reminded his 
listeners that such plans “are still in the 
process of negotiations between your 
representatives and those of other Graph- 
ic Arts Industries”. 


Mr. Warren made it clear that, despite 
rumors to the contrary, there has been 
no change in the objectives of the NRA. 
And even those most opposed to price 
stabilization in general, he said, “still 
concede that there should be permitted, 
beth in Codes now existing and in those 
few yet to be written, provisions designed 
to check the downward spiral of prices 
under emergency conditions.” 


Referring to Section 26 of the Code, 
relating to stabilization, Mr. Warren fur- 
ther stated that “a committee of special- 
ists is at work on behalf of the Graphic 
Arts industries clarifying and stating 
their interpretations of the provisions of 
this section. When this process of ex- 
planation has been completed, the results 
will be studied by a commission from 
NRA with experts from the advisory 
boards, and thereafter there will be clear- 
ly defined the extent to which stabiliza- 
tion under this Code may be obtained.” 

In any event, he declared, the tendency 
in Washington today is toward the con- 
solidation of codes, in conformity with 
the policy of continuing centralization 
until “the maximum number of industries 
are under the minimum number of codes.” 
Thus the Graphic Arts Code, covering 
as it does so many subdivisional indus- 
tries, was shown to be a pioneer in the 
consolidating process. 

The By-Laws of the National Code 
Authority of the Trade Binding and 
Paper Ruling Industry were approved 
last month. 


Code Authority Retains Royer 
As Cost System Consultant 


James A. Royer, well known to the 
book manufacturing industry for his 
work in developing and installing the 
E.B.A. cost system in many binderies 
throughout the country, has been retained 
by the National Code Authority of the 
industry. He will advise on cost account- 
ing problems, investigate and report on 
existing cost systems, and aid members 
in making their systems conform to the 
declared principles set forth in the 
Manual of Cost and Accounting. 


New Plant for Reynolds 


The Reynolds Metals Co., 19 Rector 
St, N. Y. C., announce that their new 
plant at Harrison, N. J., will be in readi- 
ness this month for the preparation and 
printing of foil book jackets and other 
packaging products. The aluminum and 
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gold foil sheets used for jackets are 
backed up with paper and printed with 
a variety of inks to draw attention to 
the books.

in metal foil.

Tue subject of this thumb-nail 
sketch was born on New York’s 
lower East Side and sees no reason 
for denying it.

Recca received his degree in Social 
Science from The College of the City 
of N. Y., in 1923, but had already 
made his publishing debut in 1918 
with Macmillan’s advertising depart- 
ment. 

After being there a year, he was 
transferred to the manufacturing end, 
where he remained until 1929— 
doubling, as it were, until graduation, 
between City College at nights and 
his production duties in order to get 
that coveted parchment.

At Macmillan’s Recca was assigned 
the role of “outside of the book man.” 
All his spare time and courses were 
devoted to the practice and study of 
art. In this way he was gradually 
initiated into the “business” of book 
design. “I. just somehow cottoned 
to it,” he says. 

It was in 1929 that he joined E. P. 
Dutton & Co., where he is now 
Director of the Manufacturing De- 
partment. 


WE hate to go in for puns, but he 
denies that when it comes to book 
designing he’s a “trailblaiser” or a 
“recca” of traditions. He is ready to 
work typographically as the MS de- 
mands. He’s an eclectic, that’s what 
he is.

Titles of stories, underscored with a wave 
rule, are set in 18pt. caps at the upper 
right of the 34x47-pica page, the text 
commencing 114” below. -The first letter, 
indented, is a bold stick-up initial. Mar- 
gins on text pages are twice as wide as 
those around the illustrations, but the 
latter carry no folio. The book deserves 
study, especially considering its list price.

The first 
word of each chapter is set in caps, and 
Granjon has the right fineness to har- 
monize with the display type. There is 
no running head. Top stain of the same 
blue as the stamping completes a well 
considered format.

Keeping the cover simple with mod- 
erate-sized type and a few parallel rules, 
the designer has provided color by using 
vivid red end papers. Like the cover type 
and running head, the title page is en- 
tirely in italics—always less jerky in u. 
& 1. c. than in caps. Three wave rules 
help balance the facing bleed photograph ; 
similar rules top open-spaced chapter 
heads. The illustrations face pages bear- 
ing just the caption in ordinary type— 
perhaps a chance was lost here to get in 
something a bit more striking typograph- 
ically.
